A Good Year To Spray. 
The prospects now are that we will 
have a liberal crop 
of 
fruit. 
For 
every peach, plum or apple there is 
a bus, sometimes two or three. They 
have already declared war on us and 
the preparations for the first attack 
are already made. 
This is a war of 
conquest. 
Are we going to let them 
win without a protest? 
Why not get 
out our long distance guns and shoot 
it little lead-arsenate into the places 
where they “most 
do 
congregate” 
and leave a nice bit of poison for 
them to feed upon. We are fortunate 
in this warfare that all the big guns 
are on our side. The only method the 
other side will attempt is to cut off 
our food supply. We must beat them 
to it. 
When you mention spraying, the 
average man says it doesn’t do anv 
good, or it doesn’t pay. The man who 
has never tried it says tilt.

At the time the last summer notes, 
were taken (June 25) about one-fourth 
of the fruit on the unspraved Mis­ 
souri and Arkansas trees were wormy 
—that is, was affected with codling 
moth. 
Only 2 to 7 per cent of the

On this account the final figures at 
harvesting time are not given in terms 
of insect injury because this would 
not show the true effects of the spray 
ing.

The above articles show the kind of 
mixtures and order in which they are 
used. 
The local druggist will he glad 
to co-operate with you in getting and 
mixing the chemicals. 


W hat to Spray for and When to 
Spray. 
Of course, the dates given in the 
above experiences may not be proper 
for this season. It is necessary to ob 
serve the fruit and act accordingly. 
The following is the advice given by 
the Missouri experim ent station: 
\pp le orchards in 
Missouri must 
be sprayd every year against the ap­ 
ple scab disease, and also against the 
two 
insects, 
curculio 
and 
codling 
moth. 
Bordeaux 
mixture 
and lime 
sulphuhr solution (sum m er strength) 
are the standard 
remedies 
for the 
disease mentioned and for nearly a1 
other diseases of the leaves and the 
fruit. A rsenate of lead 
is 
used al­ 
most exclusively for poisoning cur­ 
culio and codling moth and all other 
insects which bite or eat the leaves 
of fruit. Scale insects are controlled 
by spraying with a very strong so­ 
lution of 
lime 
sulphur 
while 
the 
trees are in a dorm ant state. 
The first sum m er spray (the chief 
one for controlling scab) is given at 
the time when the cluster of flower 
buds have separated, but before the 
flowers them selves have unfolded or 
opened out. This is usually referred 
to as the “first spray” or the “Cus­ 
ter bud” spray.” 
The second appli­ 
cation is made as soon as the petals 
of the flowers begin to fall. This is 
universally 
known 
as 
the 
“calyx 
spray,” but sometimes referred to as 
the “second scab spray” or the “cod­ 
ling moth spray.” This application is 
for the purpose 
of 
controlling 
the 
scab (for which either lime sulphur 
or Bordeaux mixture 
is used), and 
also the insects curculio and codling 
moth, which are poisoned by adding 
arsenate of lead to the fungicide. A 
third and even a fourth 
application 
at intervas of two 
or 
three weeks 
may be necessary to control ate out­ 
breaks of scab and also such diseases 
as fly speck or sooty 
blotch, black 
rot, cedar rust, apple blotch, Illinois 
canker, etc. Bitter rot 
may 
have to 
be combatted late in the sum m er in 
the southern half 
of 
the 
state in 
some seasons. At the same time poi 
son may be added 
as 
a protection 
against the late broods of coddling 
moth, 
curculio 
and 
lesser 
apple 
worm. Bitter rot spraying may have 
to begin before the 
middle 
of July 
and continue in extreme cases until 
tim middle of Augut or later.

London. March 29.—Two members 
of the 
government, 
Mr. 
McKenna, 
chancllor of the exchequer, who di­ 
rects fiscal policy and frames tariff 
legislation, and Mr. Bonar Law, min­ 
ister of colonies, have give an idea 
of the government’s attitude on the 
agitation which 
has 
been sweeping 
Manchester, 
Birmingham 
and 
the 
great industrial centers 
for 
a com­ 
plete overturning of 
British policy, 
giving free open markets for foreign 
goods, and the inauguration of anew 
policy of tariff restriction. 
The two ministers 
represent the 
two extremes of sentiment within the 
government 
on 
this 
fundamental 
question of British policy, the chan­ 
cellor of the exchequer belonging to 
the Cobden element, strongly attach­ 
ed to the traditional doctrine of open 
markets, and Bonar 
Law represent­ 
ing the element which took 
up Jo­ 
seph Chamberlain’s campaign for the 
protection of home industries. Each 
has made an address recently show­ 
ing how both sides 
of 
the govern­ 
ment approach the same conclusion 
that the war has changed everything 
and has opened the way for a new 
economic policy. The two ministers* 
differ, however, in one respect, Mr. 
Bonar 
Law’ 
holding 
that 
in 
the 
change to a tariff 
basis, 
“we must 
begin on a new basis and put aside 
all preconceived ideas,” 
while 
Mr. 
McKenna 
maintains that 
proposed 
tariff changes will be the result of 
common 
agreement 
and 
enlighten­ 
ment from the war rather than a sur­ 
render of old ideas. 
“I believe,” 
said 
Mr. 
McKenna, 
“that upon 
the 
great 
issue which 
once divided the nation (free trade) 
probabv the opinions of the most of 
us remain unchanged. But it does not 
follow, because upon that great issue 
we stand where 
we 
stood 
before, 
basing our opinions, each according 
to his own lights, on theoretical prin­ 
ciples—that there is not a very large 
field for common agreement between 
us. It does not follow, though trade 
may be free, that the help of the gov­ 
ernment should not be given to as­ 
sist our traders. We are prepared and 
I have already shown in a way that 
I am not yet able 
to 
state we are 
prepared to give the assistance of the 
government to 
the 
development of 
foreign trade, in order to insure that 
those rivals who are now our bitter 
enemies shall not have the control of 
foreign trade which they have enjoy­ 
ed in the past. 
“I do not fear that the spirit and 
resources of our manufacturers and 
merchants and bankers will fail us. 
In the past there has been complaint 
that the government 
has 
not given 
the assistance in distant parts of the 
world which was 
rendered 
by oth­ 
er governments 
in 
similar 
circum­ 
stances. It may 
be 
that the policy 
which is right at one time may not 
be right at another. And it may be 
that we have to learn that the policy 
of 
governmen 
assistance 
becomes 
necessary to 
procure 
the 
develop­ 
ment of what you might call the mas­ 
ter trades and to secure 
the exten­ 
sion 
of 
our 
commercial 
influence 
through neutral 
countries. 
I 
hope 
that wisdom may come to us all and 
in a true spirit of give and take we 
may get to a 
complete understand­ 
ing.” 
Mr. Bonar Law’ wras more specific 
on putting aside old ideas and begin­ 
ning a new policy. He said: 
“I ani under suspicion on one point 
of view (protection), and 
the chan­ 
cellor of the exchequer is under sus­ 
picion on the other 
point 
of 
view 
(free trade). But I am sure all will 
agree that now everything has chang­ 
ed. and thatt we must 
begin 
on a 
new basis and put away all precon­ 
ceived ideas. 
“I remember reading a book by a 
German economist in which this pas­ 
sage occurred: ‘Where would be the 
German sugar 
industry, 
the textile, 
the iron industry, now created thro­ 
ughout the German 
empire, without 
the

English 
market, 
always 
ready to receive our goods? On the 
back of free trade England we have 
tried to grasp Die trade of the world.* 
“That was before the war, and now 
we recognize the truth
